Districting Suit 
Fourth District Court of Ap­ 
peals announced Friday its

"A SECOND POINT of view is

pressed by the Soviet Union's 
delegation to the United Na- 
\ tions. It is the orthodox M arxian 
view w ith regard to capitalism 
everywhere, and

repeated in constant chant ever

Engels first 
expressed it in the Com munist 
M anifesto of 1843. The eon- 
tinued vitality of tho American 
economy has convincingly re ­ 
futed this philosophy of final 
decay.

"THE SUSTAINED GROWTH 
of an economy depends tipr.n 
four basic factors which if koot

the capacity to distribute, and 
the capacity to relate produc­ 
tivity to equitable reward.
